ANOTHER COLLIERY DISASTER. 
Loss of Nearly 100 Lives. 


A disastrous explosion oceurred on Tuesday in 
a pit of the Morfa Colliery, at Port Talbot, on 
Swansea Bay. The pit is a fiery one, worked 
entirely by the light of ios, and two 
veins are being worked. ‘The hundred men 
working in the 9ft. seam came out safely, except 
two, who had been badly burned. But a great 
fall of earth and timber blocked the accees of the 
explorers to the Cribbwr vein, upon which over a 
hundred men and boys were working. Of these 
nearly a hundred lost their lives. Heartrending 
scenes were witnessed at the mouth of the pit. 
Several of the explorers were prostrated by the 
foul air of the workings. One mau who wandered 
from his party on Monday was found alive the 
next morning, although he had been in the foul 
gas for over twelve hours, but he died the same 
evening. To the suprise of the explorers one boy 
and several men crawled through an aperture 
over one of the falls.—Messa:es of inquiry and 
sympathy have been received from the Queen, 
and the latest intelligence has been telegraphed 
to her Majesty at Windsor Castle. 'Celegraphic 
inquiries for further particulars were also re- 
ceived from the Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
Hussey Vivian, M.P., Mr. William Abraham, 
M.P., and other members of Parliament. Sir H. 
Vivian arrived at the mine later in the day.
